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PLANNING COMMITTEE REPORT 
By A. E. Wiskup, Chairman 
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Planning for Foggy Bottom's future was greatly 
stimulated by the talk given by Mr. Wolf Von Eck- 
hardt at the last FBAmeeting. Many of his sugges- 
tions have been incorporated into the thinking of the 
Planning Committee, particularly the idea of con- 
verting Pennsylvania Avenue into the ‘central shop- 
ping area’, 


Plans have been finalized for the 27th Street to the 
Rock Creek Parkway park -- tentatively called the 
"Foggy Bottom Park", and will be submitted to the 
Park Service and D, C. Recreation Department at 
the appropriate time after completion by Elizabeth 
Davis and Melita Rodeck. 


Jim Cavileer has come up with preliminary sketch- 
es for the small triangular parks in the area, and 
Burton Wilson is actively trying to get left-over 
pieces of highway department land -- including the 
closed-off H Street at 25th -- to be committed to 
park usage. Edith Broida and Lita Rodeck are now 
tackling the tough problem of zoning, while Don 
Carbone has undertaken to cope with the sidewalk, 
street, and public-way needs, including possible 
overpasses crossing the throughways. 


One of the most enthusiastically received ideas has 
been the suggestion that we try to get flowering 
trees and shrubs planted throughout the Bottom -- 
ones which will blossom early in the spring, pre- 
ceding those of the Tidal Basin cherry trees -- and 
making a Foggy Bottom "First", 


FRUMKIN NAMED TO EXECUTIVE BOARD 


The Executive Board of the Association has unani- 
mously voted Norman Frumkin to membership on 
the Board. As Chairman of the District Affairs 
Committee, Norman has regularly attended the past 
Board meetings, and now gains an official voice in 
helping to guide the affairs of the Association. 


He replaces Mrs. Rosetta Dutch, a Charter member 
of the FBA, who recently left the Washington area. 
Mrs. Dutch had been serving on the Executive Board 
for some time, and was re-elected to the position 
last June.

PROPOSED SUBWAY STATION 


The revised rapid transit plans of the National Cap- 
ital Transportation Agency call for a rail subway 
station on H Street with entrances on 22nd and 24th 
Streets. Escalators will provide access to and from 
the street level. The station will serve Foggy Bot- 
tom residents, George Washington University, Wat- 
ergate Town, the Kennedy Cultural Center and com- 
muters working in the area. 


Due to the depth of the subway at the Foggy Bottom 
station, the subway construction will be tunnelled 
underground and H Street will not be opened by the 
construction. However, sidewalks on the corners of 
22nd and 24th Streets will be disrupted for about two 
months to provide entrances to the subway. 


Current plans call for 20-hour service. Trains are 
not scheduled to run between 1 AM -5 AM. How- 
ever, 24-hour service will be provided if there is 
sufficient utilization. Trains in the Foggy Bottom 
station will run every 3 minutes during rush hours, 
The maximum time between trains during other 
hours on weekdays will be 6 minutes. On weekends 
trains will run at least every 12 minutes. Sample 
traveling times from Foggy Bottom are: Pentagon - 
4 minutes; 12th and G Streets - 2 minutes; Capitol - 
6 minutes; D.C. Stadium - 10 minutes. 


Fares within the District and between the District 
and Arlington will be 25¢. Free transfers between 
the subway and buses will be given within this zone. 
The fare to the next zone in Maryland will be 35¢. 
The current proposal is limited to the District and 
nearby Virginia and Maryland. Further lines into 
the suburbs are envisaged for a later stage. Fares 
to these more distant places would be graduated by 
additional zones. 


The NCTA is now in the process of getting accept- 


a 
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ance from municipalities covered by the system, the 
Bureau of Public Roads, and other federal agencies. 
The rapid transit system will be included in the 
President's Budget request to Congress, which ul- 
timately will lead to Congressional hearings. Civic 
groups, such as the Foggy Bottom Association, will 
be requested to file statements at the hearings. 


The plans are constantly being changed. Now is the 
time, according to NCTA, to register agreement, 
disapproval, or to propose revisions. For exam- 
ple, if we want elevators in the Foggy Bottom sta- 
tion for the aged and handicapped, we will have to 
request Congress to provide extra funds required 
for them. There is also the possibility of adding 
retail shops to the station plan. Cody Pfanstiehl, 
Director of NCTA Public Information and Commun- 
ity Services, urges youto visit his office at 1634

tions and suggestions. They can only consider your 
views if you voice them.

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LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT

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should not consider housebreaking unless he is will- 
ing to study patiently the follies and weaknesses of 
his fellowman. Any beginner who thinks that house- 
breaking takes only muscles and strong tools is ad- 
vised to turn to another line, for he will not remain 
long on the streets with such an attitude. 


But don't let this discourage you. People in general 
are so careless of their own property and so dis- 
interested in protecting their neighbors' property 
that knowledge of a few simple facts is all you will 
need to get started as an Apprentice Housebreaker. 


The advent of the large apartment building has been 
a great boon to housebreakers. This is because you 
can casually walk down a corridor, trying doors as 
you go. For this type of job, do not carry any tools, 
people make the work so easy for you that you will 
not need any. 


Novices often find this difficult to believe, but many 
people leave their doors unlocked when they go out! 
You and I know better, but the average man doesn't. 
Some do this only when they have stepped out on a 
short errand, for example, to buy groceries. Oth- 
ers leave their door unlocked all day while they are 
at work, And there are always some who forget to 
lock up. In any case, the result is the same. 


You need only walk down a corridor until you find an 
unlocked door, Enter, and get to work. This method

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is silent and efficient. Of course, it would not work 
if people were suddenly to become more careful. 
But as long as there are people who don't bother to 
take the obvious precautions, this is the safest and 
easiest method. As long as you are offered an easy 
method, you might as well take advantage of it. 


However, for breaking in a specific home or apart- 
ment, this procedure cannot be relied on. Many 
people, after all, do lock their doors, so you will 
want to be prepared for forcing the lock. 


Modern advances in the design of door locks have 
made this task much more difficult that it once was. 
Fortunately, a good number of the older types are 
still in use, and can be forced in seconds. 


People, generally speaking, seem to feel that a lock 
is a lock -- that is, one type of lock is as good as 
another. But even some of the ‘burglar-proof' locks 
on the market today are easily foiled. Any good 
locksmith or police officer could advise on this, but 
people don't take the trouble to ask. Even brand- 
new homes and apartment buildings, you will find, 
occasionally use old-style locks. Behind them, men 
and women live with a sense of security that is un- 
justified; they'll never be the wiser until. yo u have 
been there and taken the jewelry, the money, the 
typewriter and the television.

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When a modern lock is used, it presents a different 
type of problem. You can smash the lock or door, 
or you may be able to remove the door hinges. But 
these methods are all messy, noisy, and time con- 
suming. Often a better solution can be found. Per- 
haps a street-level window has been left open, 'pro- 
tected' only by a window screen: a packet knife will 
make short work of the screen. Perhaps the back 
door has been left unlocked. Sometimes you will 
even find a back door standing open, and nobody at 
home. 


As you gain experience, you'll learn many of the 
standard tricks and shortcuts, and perhaps develop 
a few new ones of your own. The most important 
thing to remember is the basic principle: People 
are careless. Take advantage -- they deserve it.

This excerpt is particularly of interest in Foggy 
Bottom, because of the high rate of housebreaking 
here -- it's the most common crime in the area. 
We've checked with the managements of local apart- 
ment buildings. Some tell us they will permit resi- 
dents to install their own locks, on request. Some 
buildings already have the 'dead-bolt' type of lock 
on all apartment doors, 


In most cases it appears that adequate protection is 
already available. The police agree with this; they

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say the problem in Foggy Bottom is not so mucha 
matter of inadequate equipment as of the equipment 
not being used. 


To summarize, here are the steps you should take 

for your own protection: 

l. Make sure you have adequate locks on all ac- 
cessible doors and windows. 

2. Lock up securely whenever you go out -- even 

if you'll only be gone a few mintues. 

When you are going on a trip, inform your Res- 

ident Manager or a neighbor. Better still, in- 

form the police so the patrolman on the beat 

can make regular checks,

Watching the old come down and the new go up has 
become the sport of the Nation's Capital in recent 
years, but how many stop to wonder what happens to 
the inhabitants of the old? Where do they go, what 
do they do? 


Well, sometimes the fortunes of progress smile and 
they come to our neighborhood, bringing new rich- 


ness into our lives, as did Franz Bader with his Art 
Gallery and Bookshop newly located on Pennsylvania 
Avenue. 


Situated for years on G Street between 17th and 18th, 
Bader's had indisputably entrenched itself as a 
Washington landmark -- a homing place for those 
seeking culture, beauty and knowledge. People, 
people from everywhere, have searched out Bader's 
and they have come back, again and again. No bet- 
ter proof of this, as well as the success and sincer- 
ity of Franz Bader, exists than the long and im- 
pressive list of well-wishers on the opening of his 
Art Gallery and celebration of 25 years in this 
country earlier this year.

George Washington of Washington Circle, Foggy
